2. I am a widely recogm^ed scientist in the fleM of pharmacology and 
physiology. I author^jd oyer 100 artieies in peer review joumais. I am well skilled in the 
art of modern phi^maopiogy» 

3. I have been a prapticmg homeopath for o^er 20 years. 1 am well familiar 
with fiiiidamemai homeopathic Htei^re. I am well sidiled in the art of homeopathic 
niedfcine, 

4. It h my understaBditjg that US patent No. 5,629^286 to Brewitt was xiss^d 
by the United States Patent and Trademark Office to reject certairs claims of the ' 524 
application. I reviewed Brewstt. ft is my UBdersttmding that the ExaMinfer stated that 
Brewitt's teaching of ntixtiife of homeopatliic diiptioils would provide a irea$on for o^e of 
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0Mmsry skill in the ait to combme a therapeiiti<j dose vvitii a homeopathicajly activated 
form of the same substance. 

5. As one skilied in the art of homeopathic medlenie I am well aware that use 
of hameopatliic dilutions is commoii in homeopathic rnedlcine. Fherefbre, it is my 
opinion that Brewitt use of tnixture of dilutions is common knowledge for any 
homeopathic praetitiori^r. Brewitt deak strictly with homeopatliie tsehnologi^ and slates 
tfeit there are drawbacks of using ailopMiie medicine^^^^ fo^ side effects and 
vims miitation (col 3, liEea 48-49, aed col. 4, Ikes 46-63}v 

6, As om skilled in the art of homeopathy, I deeJare that Brewitt'^ use of 
mijiium 0;f homec^srfihic dilutions ptwide& n^ mJfbitiiation Vi*iat$oe\^r with respect to use 
of non-hGmeQpathic componeats in the field of homeopathic fnedictae. In my opinion ^ 
one skilled In the airt of homeopathic medicine wosiid not consider usmg standard 
phamacoiogy, leaye alone combination of homeGpaithic dilutions with a therapeutic dose, 
in tlie practice of homeop^^iic i^^jedioine or in any appfieatfon of homeopathic 
preparations. 

7 . Therefore, it is my op in ion, as one skilled in the art of homeopathic medicine, 
that Sfewitt did not provide one skilled in the art with any reason to modify a 
homeopathic dose (e .g.. as disclosed in Brewitt) in the manner of the claimed invention- 

8. As one skilled in the art of phamiacology, it is my opinion that one of 
ordmary skill in the art would not look to homeopathic m a source of solution for modem 
pbarmacology problems related to therapeutic doses. 

9. I discovered that when a therapeotic dose is conibined with a homeopathic 
dose, the combination results in a potentiation of the pharmacological activky of the 
ccmipound and/or reduction in the undesirsd side effects. Brewitt does not provide any 
rej^on fox one skilled in the art of pharmacology to modify the therapentic dose, 
particularly for the specific substances claimed in the ■ 524 application. 



10, Therefore, It is my opmion that Brewttt does not provide any reasoT^ for 
one of ordinary skill in the art of pliarmacplogy to combme a therapeutic dose with a 
homeopathicaHy activated form- 

11, As showB in the specifleation of the '524 application, admmistration of a 
therapeutic dose of a phartnaeeiitical substance in combination with a homoeopathic 
activated form of the same pharmaeeutlcal substance is more potent tha^^ the 
pharmax^eiitical sub stance alone or homeop^hieaiiy aetivatied dilutioris of the same active 
pharmaceutical substance, 

12, Thu% It is my opmidn that Bre^itt does iiot provide one skMled m the art 
of homeopathie medicine with aJiy expt^tatioJ) that ming a therapeutic dose in 
comMnation wltii homeopathic dtjiiiton vyoald be suxjcessfui, let alone would led to the 
results obtained in the combination recited in the elaims.
